Gas Company Explains 
How to Figure a Bill 


January is a great month for forms, 
statements and such. Most are intended 
to simplify life and clarify your under- 
standing of things like taxes. Unfor- 
tunately, many defeat their purpose as 
they are written in a language all their 
own, basically English, but certainly not 
the English of the common man. 


Customers of the Atlanta Gas Light 
Co. currently are enjoying some of that 
company’s new literature. It tells you 
how to understand your gas bill under 
the new “equalized” rates. These rates, 
incidentally, now are figured on a 
“Therm” basis. 


“If, for example, your bill shows that 
you used 87 CCF this means that you 
used 8,700 cubic feet of gas,” the company 
reports. “Now multiply 8,700 times the 
BTU content of one cubic foot of gas de- 
livered to you (you will find the BTU 
content recorded on your bill. This fac- 
tor may vary from month to month.) Say, 
for example, your bill shows a 1,045 
BTU, content. 8,700 times 1,045 will show 
your gas consumption to- be 9,091,500 
BTUs. To convert this to Therms divide 
by 100,000 (the amount of BTUs con- 
tained in one Therm.) You will find that 
you have consumed 90.92 Therms.” 


For the kind of customer who insists 
on understanding his bill, all this is splen- 
did. The majority of us, however, will 
just keep on taking the company’s word 
for it and pay up each month without a 
thought io CCF's, BTUs or Therms.

In Fire Protection 


Most of Georgia’s 159 counties are now 
under organized forest fire protection. Of 
those so organized, Pierce is out ahead of 
most with a forest patrol airplane.

(Ken- 
neth is Kenneth Allen who flies the air 
patrol.) 


“If the fire is out of control and you 
need help, beat on the ground with a pine 
top or stick and Kenneth will immedi- 
ately send help. 


“If you are control-burning and do 
not need help, wave your hat or hand at 
the plane.”

Coursty’s fire control air corps. Residents 
of other counties would do well to learn 
the signs.

FISCAL 1955 


Farm operators who operate on 
a fiscal year basis will first re- 
port for the fiscal year ending in 
1955. 

What is the status of farm ten- 
ants and their landlords? Of share- 
croppers? 

Generally, a farm operator who 
pays rent for his land is consid- 
ered to be self-employed. He will: 
pay his own Social Security as an 
independent farmer. His rent to 
the landowner, whether in cash 
or in crop shares, is considered 
“investment income’”’ to the land- 
owner and does not count toward 
his own Social Security. 

A sharecropper who furnishes 
only his labor and perhaps shares 
in the cost. of seed and fertilizer 
is in most cases an employe of 
the landowner. He is covered by 
Social Security only if he is paid 
cash wages of at least $100 in a 
year by one farm operator. 

In such cases the farm opera- 
tor will deduct 2 per cent Social 
Security tax, match it with 2 per 
cent of his own, and send it to the 
Internal Revenue Dept. 

In cases where a “joint ven- 


and his tenant may be considered 
self-employed and each pay his 
own Social Security tax on his 
share of any profits. 

Where doubt arises, the Social 
Security office nearest the farmer 
can help him. A farmer can write 
to that office if he is unable to 
come in person. Georgia has 11 
Social Security offices—at Albany,

Farm operators and farm work- 
ers should be sure they have a 
Social Security card. Application 
forms may be obtained from the 
Post Office or nearest Social Se- 
curity office.

. Mental Health started passing out thanks ‘the other day to the 


people who gave them a hand in their Christmas gifts program 
for patients at Gracewood and Milledgeville. 


George Erwin, who served as chairman of the drive, said 
the response was “‘overwhelming.” Not a single patient at either 
hospital failed to have a personal gift or two. From the Atlanta 
area alone 10,500 individually wrapped gifts went down to the 
two state hospitals, not to mention hundreds from other parts 
of the state. Cash contributions enabled the association to buy 
seven television sets for the wards at the hospitals. 


It was another triumph of Christmas kindness and generosity 
and members of the association had the warmest praise for all 
the individuals and organizations participating. 

In fact, their praise was so lovely I think most of us at the 
meeting would have been inclined to sag on our neighbors’ 
laurels if it hadn’t been for Judge Frank A. Smith, president of 
the association. 

Judge Smith gently brought up the things that still need 
doing in the area of mental health—and they are simply tre- 
mendous.

Nocturnal cramps tend to 
plague individuals with poor cir- 
culation but it is not known 
whether this is coincidental or 
whether there is a relationship 
between the two disorders. 
Cramping of the legs also is fre- 
quent during pregnancy. 

The actual source of trouble 
lies in the tiny centers where 
nerves and muscles meet. When 
irritation occurs at these junc- 
tions, because of various chemi- 
cal or physical stimuli, the 
muscle. is thrown into spasm. 


One source of irritation is asso- 
ciated with calcium deficiency, 
which is prone to occur during 
pregnancy. The shortage may 
result from too little calcium in 
the diet or too much phosphorus, 
which is responsible for hasten- 
ing the excretion of calcium in 
pregnant women. 

This explains why leg cramp- 
ing rmlay prove bothersome even 
when the milk intake is ade 
quate. Milk is rich in phosphor-

Actually, the breast tissue in 
a woman is chiefly fat.

In fact, manipulation of the 
breast and the use of a suction 
pump may actually break down 
the fatty tissue and cause the 
breast to sag. 

In the normal adult woman, 
there are only three ways for in- 
creasing the size of the bust. 

Since the breast is mostly fat, 
if you increase in weight, some 
of that surplus fat may be de- 
posited in the breasts and thus 
expand your bust measurement. 

A second method is to develop 
the pectoralis muscles that lie 
on the front of the chest wall 
and directly beneath the breast 
itself.
